1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 , "roughly determining a direction" is indefinite. 

As to claim 1 , "end frequency bandwidth" is indefinite. 

Claims 2-6 depend from an indefinite antecedent claim. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18-26 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wolcott et al. 

Wolcott et al teaches the claimed structure for processing a communications signal 
including: receive elements (112R) having subarrays, receive digital beam forming 
circuit (113) coupled to the receive elements, transmit elements (1 12T), transmit digital 
beam forming circuit (113), digital-to-analog converters (120), signal processor (110), 
local oscillator/mixer (116, 122), and amplifiers (114, 124). 
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3. Claims 27-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 7-17 are allowed.
